DEPARTMENT MEANS MANY THINGS TO MANY PEOPLE. THE OWNER OF A HAND- 
SOME BAG WANTS THE STITCHING MENDED, SOMEONE'S CHERISHED EARRING NEEDS 
SOLDERING, OR ONE OF THE VOLUNTEERS BRINGS IN HER SERVICE PINS TO HAVE 
ADDITIONAL BARS ATTACHED. T0 OTHERS, IT IS A WORK SHOP OF BUSY PEOPLE 
DOING MANY KINDS OF CRAFT WORK, SOME OF WHICH ARE SOLD AT THE Occu- 
PATIONAL THEREAPY DEPARTMENT CHRISTMAS SALE. BUT MOST IMPORTANT OF ALL 
IS THE MEANING IT HAS TO THE PATIENTS ARRIVING FOR THEIR FIRST TREAT- 
MENT, FOR TO THEM, COMING TO OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY IS THE FIRST STEP ON 
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THEIR ROAD TO REHABILITATION. IPSS -IN THES DEPARTMENT, UNDER THE 
SKILLED SUPERVISION OF THE DIRECTOR AND HER THERAPISTS, THAT THE TREAT= 
MENT PRESCRIBED BY THE PATIENT'S PHYSICIAN TAKES PLACE. 


MANY TYPES OF DISABILITIES ARE TREATED IN OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY== 
POLIO, ARTHRITIS, PARALYSIS OF THE UPPER EXTREMITIES, MULTIPLE SCLER- 
OSIS AND CASES FROM THE HAND AND AMPUTEE CLINICS. NATURALLY, EACH 
PATIENT HAS HIS OWN PARTICULAR PROBLEM, AFTER AN EVALUATION TEST THE 
PATIENT DISCUSSES HIS INTERESTS AND HOBBIES WITH ONE OF THE THERAPISTS, 
THEIR ACTIVITIES, IF POSSIBLE, ARE THEN PLANNED ALONG THESE LINES AND 
ADAPTED TO EACH PATIENT TO ACHIEVE THE PRESCRIBED TREATMENT. THERE 
ARE MANY TYPES OF CRAFTS FROM WHICH TO. CHOOSE=-WOOD WORKING, PRINTING, 
CERAMICS, SEWING, LEATHER WORK, SILVER, BRASS AND COPPER CRAFTS, AND 
WEAVING. 


ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT PHASES OF THE PATIENTS REHABILITATION 
IS INSTRUCTION IN THE AcTrvivres oF Darby Lrvrne. THE PATIENTS ARE 
TAUGHT EASIER AND BETTER WAYS OF TAKING CARE OF THEMSELVES SO THAT 
THEY MAY BE MORE INDEPENDENT WHEN THEY LEAVE THE HOSPITAL. MANY APP- 
LIANCES MAY BE BOUGHT AT MEDICAL SUPPLY STORES TO HELP THEM ACHIEVE 
THIS RESULT BUT THE THERAPISTS ARE SKILLED IN MAKING SELF HELP AIDS 
TO SUIT EACH INDIVIDUAL NEED. THE SIMPLE TASKS OF EVERYDAY LIVING 
SUCH AS PUTTING ON STOCKINGS, TYING SHOE LACES, COMBING HAIR, ANSWER=- 
ING THE PHONE, IRONING CLOTHES AND GETTING FOOD AND DRINK TO THE MOUTH 
ARE SEEMINGLY INSURMOUNTABLE PROBLEMS TO THE HANDICAPPED PERSON UNLESS 
HE HAS THE SCIENTIFIC INSTRUCTION AND THE AID OF SELF HELP APPLIANCES. 


Tre OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY DEPARTMENT IS NOW TO HAVE A REHABIL= 
[TATION KITCHEN, IT IS THE GIFT OF THE EVELYN SHARP FOUNDATION AND 
WILL BE CALLED THE Evia Grey MemornraL KITCHEN IN MEMORY OF MRS. 
Syanp's MOTHER. THE DEDICATION WILL TAKE PLACE ON NovemBer 117TH. 
TyIsS KITCHEN, ADDED TO ALL THE OTHER VOCATIONAL FACILITIES, WILL 
MAKE THE HOSPITAL FOR SpEcIAL SurGERY's OccupaTionaL THEREAPY DEPART= 
MENT A COMPLETE UNIT. FOR SOME TIME, IT HAS BEEN THE DESIRE OF THE 
Puysrcat MeprcrnE DEPARTMENT, OF WHICH OccCUPATIONAL THERAPY IS 4 
DIVISION, TO INTENSIFY THE REHABILITATION PROGRAM OF THE HANDICAPPED 
HOUSEWIFE. SOME WOMEN LIVE BY THEMSELVES WHILE OTHERS ARE 4N IMPORT= 
ANT MEMBER OF A FAMILY BUT TO BOTH GROUPS, THE HELPLESSNESS OF BEING 
UNABLE T0 DO THEIR USUAL TASKS IS A DEMORALIZING FACTOR IN THEIR 
APPROACH TO A NEW WAY OF LIFE. WITH THE ADDITION OF THE NEW KITCHEN 
IT IS PLANNED TO TRAIN THEM IN SIMPLE, PRACTICAL WAYS OF RESUMING 
THEIR NORMAL ACTIVITIES. 


ON FIRST INSPECTION OF THE Eta GREY KITCHEN ONE MIGHT THINK IT 
TS IDENTICAL WITH A CONVENTIONAL KITCHEN, BUT ON SECOND GLANCE, ONE 
WILL SEE THE MANY SPECIAL FEATURES THAT HAVE BEEN BUILT INTO THE 
STORAGE UNITS. AS PATIENTS SUFFERING FROM DIFFERENT HANDICAPS WILL 
BE USING THIS KITCHEN, THERE ARE SHELVES AND WORKING TABLES OF VARIOUS 
HEIGHTS; ALL SLIDING DRAWERS MUST WORK AT A FINGER'S TOUCH; FOR 
EASE IN USING THE STOVE, CONTROLS MUST BE ON A FRONT PANELS AND RE- 
VOLVING SHELVES ELIMINATE THE INACCESSIBLE CORNERS FOR WHEEL CHAIR 
PATIENTS, A ROTISSERIE AND A MIX MASTER HAVE BEEN INCLUDED AS PART 
OF THE LARGE EQUIPMENT BUT ON THE WHOLE, MOST OF THE SELF HELP GADGETS 
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ARE EITHER MADE IN THE DEPARTMENT OR BOUGHT AT A FIVE AND TEN CENT 
STORE. SOME INEXPENSIVE ARTICLES CAN BE ADAPTED TO THE INDIVIDUAL'S 
USE, SUCH AS WOODEN SPOONS WHOSE HANDLES CAN BE EASILY SHAPED TO PRO- 
VIDE DIFFERENT SORTS OF GRIPS. RUBBER SUCTION CUPS HOLD BOWLS FIRMLY 
IN PLACE. TWO NAILS DRIVEN THROUGH AN ORDINARY BREAD BOARD WILL HOLD 
VEGETABLES IN PLACE SO THAT THEY MAY BE PEELED WITH ONE HAND. PEG 
BOARD IS USED TO KEEP THE DIFFERENT SMALL UTENSILS WITHIN EASY REACH. 
THE KITCHEN HAS BEEN STOCKED WITH VARIOUS INEXPENSIVE KINDS OF EGG 
BEATERS, VEGETABLE PEELERS, GRATERS, POT CLEANERS, ETC.e, AND THE 
PATIENT WILL BE ABLE T0 SELECT THE TYPE BEST SUITED TO HER NEEDS AND 
PURCHASE THEM IN HER LOCAL STORE. 


WHEN THE PATIENT HAS BEEN TRAINED IN KITCHEN TECHNIQUES, IF SHE 
SO DESIRES, A THERAPIS?P WILL VISIT HER HOME AND SEE WHAT SIMPLE CHANGES 
CAN BE MADE IN THE HOME KITCHEN TO ALLOW THE HOUSEWIFE GREATER EASE IN 
DOING HER CHORES. 


THE VALUE OF THIS PROGRAM HAS BEEN DEMONSTRATED BY THE RESULTS
